A BEER MOVEMENT. 


T he Alta reports San Francisco brewers 
as favoring a higher wholesale price for 
beer, not only liecause of the narrow mar­ 
gin of profit present rates leave them, but 
because, as one leading brewer put it, the 
cheapness of beer is contributing mightily 
to the high license sentiment. Thismanu- 
facturer is reported to have said : 
Cheap beer fashions a club to break our own 
heads. At the present price two pounds of beer 
can be retailed for live cents. This is enough to 
make a woman drunk, and it is doing it to an 
alarming extent. A soeeris sold at all the cor­ 
ner groceries where lalioring men get their sup­ 
plies. beer cuts a large figure in the bills, 't he 
women come together in certain localities while 
their husbands are out at work, and pass the 
time in idleness,gossip, and beer drinking. The 
children are kept going backward and iorward 
lietween the tenements and the corner grocery 
uith the beer can. This demoralizes them us 
the drink demoralizes their mothers, when in­ 
dulged in, in such quantities as the present low 
retail price permits. The depressing effect on 
the laboring men whose wives manage to get 
into a state that forbids good housekeeping or 
decent habits, on five or ten cents a dav can 
very well be imagined. This sort of thing is 
producing a strong sentiment among the better 
class of people in favor of a License high enough 
to prevent corner groceries from selling beer. 
This sentiment is grow’iug among men who are 
not opposed to the manufacture and sale of beer, 
but who wish to check this pernicious habit of 
family drinking. Wc wisli to meet thus senti­ 
ment half wav and disarm it bv arranging a 
schedule of prices that will check the growth of 
lamily drinking to excess. 
There is business philosophy in this 
statement. Assuming that the brewers 
will act ufton it, they will do wisely. No 
man has his eyes open who has not ob­ 
served that under the low prices for beer, 
over-indulgence in it has alarmingly in­ 
creased, and that the pitcher and bucket 
brigade inarches to the corner grocerv 
stronger and oftener every month. Recent­ 
ly we published exhibits from theGovern- 
ment s Bureau of Statistics, showing that 
since 1840 the consumption of spirituous 
liquors has rapidly decreased, and that of 
malt liquor- lias correspondingly increased- 
In 1840, with a population of a little over 
17,000,000, the consumption of distilled 
spirits was 43,060,884 proof gallons; of 
domestic wines, 124,784 gallons; of im­ 
ported wines, 4,748,302 gallons; of domes­ 
tic malt liquors, 2,316,257 gallons; of im­ 
ported malt liquors, 148,272 gallons. 
In 
1885, with a population of 58,000,000, we 
consumed of distilled spirits, 70,000,077 
gallons; of domestic wines, 17,404,098 gal­ 
lons; of imported wines.3,470,937 gallons; 
of domestic malt liquor.-, 594,063,095 gal­ 
lons, and of imported malt liquors, 2.008,­ 
771 gallons. So that the proof of the San 
Francisco brewer's assertion, a- reported 
by tlie A lta, i- s.roug. 
It is found in (lie 
fact that while the population increased a 
little less than three and a half times in 
forty-five years, our consumption of dis­ 
tilled spirits did not double. 
In 1840 wc 
drank of distilled liquors aiiout two and a 
halt gallons per capita, while in 1885 the 
consumption had declined about one and 
one-fifth gallons. 
* If domestic wines we 
consumed in 188.> more than fourteen 
times as much as in 1840, and inqiorted 
wines consumption, in the meantime, de­ 
clined by over one and a quarter million* 
of the consumption in 1840. 
In the fortv- 
(ive years our population augmented about 
three and a half times, but we increased 
our consumption of malt liquors twenty- 
live times. The total consumption forty- 
live years ago, of malt liquors, was about 
one and a third gallons to every man. 
woman and child in the land; while less 
than two years ago it was about twelve and 
three-fourths gallons for every person 
enumerated in the census population. 
The New York Tribune figures out a 
somewhat less aggregate consumption per 
capita for 1885, namely, 11.18. 
But this 
evidently is because of a higher estimate 
of our population in 1885 than we have 
assumed. 
But at the showing of the 
Tribune the marvelous increase of beer- 
drinking is still sufficiently established. It 
is shown, however, that we arc still below 
Germany and (treat Britain. 
In the 
former the consumption of malt liquor is 
23.78 per capita, and in tlie latter 82.79. 
Nevertheless the per capita 
is 
large 
enough. 
The brewers in desiring to reduce the 
consumption without limiting the income 
from it, unquestionably fear the grow th of 
the high license sentiment will extend to 
-i restriction that will affect their income, 
and hence the disposition to meet the 
cl iveruent half wav and thus negative its 
advance. For it is the history of all re­ 
forms of this chara tier that they generallv 
procced to their 
natural 
[Kissibilities. 
Hence the brewers are justified in the fear 
that cheap beer may bring about such reg­ 
ulation as will drive out a class of cus- 
toncers they cannot well aflord to lose. The 
movement, therefore, is one of much in­ 
tercut to the commonitv, and will .probably 
command a good deal of attention. It rep­ 
resents tlie financial caution of one-class of 
liquot manufacturers eudcaveiing la meet 
and chock a sentiment that threatens lim­ 
itation .-of tlie manufacture.

Within tlie next three years, if the peo­ 
ple tan lie aroused to a proper sense of 
duty, Northern California’s settled sections 
eau be made to change the whole face of 
their appearance for the better. 
If every 
man will plant here and there a tree upon 
the roadway, clear up in front of his prem­ 
ise-, banish disorder, give a little time to 
arboriculture and 
floriculture and the 
beautifying of home surroundings: if 
every one will reflect upon the impression 
dreary doorynrds and littered, unsheltered 
roadways must make upon the visitor fresh 
from 
sections where 
civilization 
has 
brought the land to the highest state of 
culture, and where cleanliness and neat 
surroundings are esteemed indications of 
reputable character and their absence the 
reverse, we will revolutionize the entire 
aspect of our section. Its capacity for 
adornment is nowhere equaled, the ex­ 
pense is nothing if each will do a little;

THE WOOL 
QUESTION. 


True to its nature, the San Francisco 
Chronicle misrepresents the wool question, 
by saying that it is claimed Eastern wool 
manufacturers will lie sent here to compete 
with our woolen manufactures as far East as 
our export- can he sent; or, as it holds, to 
Utah, Colorado and Wyoming. 
What is 
claimed is, that Eastern woolen goods will 
lie shipped here by routes unaffected by the 
interstate law, and sold in California at 
rates that will undercut our own manu­ 
factures. 
No one ever claimed that the 
East would buy wool here, carry it away 
by water, and return it manufactured to 
compete with our own manufactures in a 
market east of us, that the Chronicle as­ 
sumes we will be able to command. 
That 
journal utterly ignores the Canadian Pa­ 
cific as a competing carrier unaffected by 
the interstate commerce law. Yet that line 
of transportation is now bidding to carry 
California wool East at precisely the same 
rate charged by ocean carriers, while the 
brilliant example of Democratic free-trade 
statesmanship, known as the interstate 
commerce law, forbids American roads 
carrying the wool at all, except at the 
price of forfeiture of the right to charge 
non-competitive 
¡mints 
the value 
of 
service rendered them. 
The Chronicle 
has been driven to a corner, and turn 
.which way it may, it finds no escape from 
the ridiculous attitude of antagonism to 
the producers, in which it ha- lieen placed 
by its argument. The whole situation 
amounts to this: when the operation of the 
interstate law stops tlie natural movement 
of wool eastward by home railroads, it 
paralyzes the wool-growing industry, leav­ 
ing it only the laint hope of escape from 
ruin by shipments by the Canadian Pa­ 
cific; but even at the best that remedy 
will narrow the margin of profits in the 
business. The wool merchants, who must 
know their own business, have shown that 
they cannot employ the long water route, 
as they cannot deliver 
their product 
through that avenue in the season that 
assures them an Eastern market. They 
will not engage in more extended wool 
manufactures here, because of the insta­ 
bility of the basis upcn which they would 
Ik» compelled to build—the interstate law, 
that contains within itself the elements of 
change and unstable vitality. The situa­ 
tion of to-day is the legitimate result, as 
affecting one industry, of the interstate 
protection policy of the free trade Democ­ 
racy, which demands open ports for for­ 
eign commerce, and the products of cheap 
European labor, while it erects a tariff 
barrier at every State line against the ex­ 
change of commodities between the people 
of our common country. 
Aud this same 
free-trade Democracy demanded of Mr. 
Free-Trade Cleveland that lie should sign 
the hill which brings about this quasi­ 
state of enforced secession from that com­ 
munity of commercial interest, essential to 
our business well lieing. 


I k t h e interstate commerce law is in 
force when rail connection i- made between 
California and Oregon, the Democratic 
doctrine of interstate protection will lie 
illustrated with a vengeance. 
Between 
Portland and San Francisco there i- a free 
water way, a natural artery of commerce 
to which railroads must adjust themselves. 
That would determine the through rate 
between the two points, and it would he 
low, under natural conditions. 
But there 
Js no water way to Ashland, nor to any of 
the liorder town- on the line of the road, 
so these the rates will lie the value of the 
service, and they must he extended on to 
Portland, since under the law that a tree 
trade President approved, if the railroad 
company accepts from Portland the low, or 
steamer rate, it must charge no more to 
Ashland or the liorder town-, nor as much. 
This rule tlie railroads cannot, without 
calamitous results to their income, adopt, 
and honor under a free trade administra­ 
tion the steamers and sailing vessels arc to 
be protected at the expense of the develop­ 
ment of the interior, since the ability to 
.czrrv through .would enlarge the capacity 
of the railroa.ii/or local development of 
the country.

O ne o f th e F in est B reed in g F arm s in the 
C ountry L ocated In U nite Conuty. 
E ds. R kcobd-Union : Butte has loDgbeen 
noted for its fine stock of all kinas. The 
sheep of her plains and foothills have pro­ 
duced wools that have been eagerly sought 
nfier by Eastern buyers and local manufact­ 
urers. 
Her cattle in the olden days of 
native clover and wild oats, before the plow 
drove the herds before it, were in ready de­ 
mand in all our markets. 
H er horses have 
been noted as the best in the State. Her 
love and appreciation of all kinds of 
domestic anim als has been a distinguish­ 
ing characteristic of the people of Butte 
county. There are few plates in this coun­ 
try of fine stock where finer draft, road and 
farm horses are seen than in and around 
Chico. 
If I was called upon to say which couuty 
of this State had the best farm horses, I 
should be compelled to say that Butte 
county, so far as I have seen, bad the pref­ 
erence. 
From the earliest days of the 
American settlement to the present time 
some of the best running, trotting and draft 
blood has been introduced here, aud that 
without regard to expense. The entries 
and exhibits at the District Fairs here and 
at the State Fair at Sacramento for years 
past attest that fact. 
I had known all this 
in a general way, but I did not know till 
yesterday that this county had one of the 
largest and best horse-breeding ranches on 
this coast. I was driven to the ranch of 
D. M. Reavis, two and one-half miles from 
Chico, and what I saw there was a revela­ 
tion to me. 
Ever)body knows the ranch 
of General Bid well by heart. 
Everyone 
who comes here visits that place and writes 
of its beauties and its fertility. Everybody 
has heard of the great Parrott & Pratt 
ranches, with their thousands of acres of 
wheat, scores of six and eight liorse-plow 
teams, header wagons 
and big steam 
thrashers: but Mr.' Keavis’ ranch is little 
known outside of the county. 
lie lias 
8.000 acres of land on Chico and Edgar 
creeks, and it is within the bounds of truth 
to say that there is no deeper, richer, 
warmer soil on this green earth than these 
8.000 acres. There is not an acre of waste 
land, and it is all in use entire for grain or 
pasture. 
It was once covered with gigantic 
oaks and other forest growths, most of 
which have been removed, leaving only 
enough to make it one great oak park. 
This place lies between the California and 
Oregon Railroad and the Sacramento river, 
upon which it has a frontage of five miles 
Like most of these great ranches, Mr.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


C i t y T r u s t e e s . 
The Board of City Trustees met yester­ 
day, all the members present. 
The Chief Engineer of the W ater Works 
reported 19,243.000 gallons of water pumped 
during the past week. 
The bonds of the different street-sprink­ 
ling contractors were tiled and approved. 
The Board decided to improve 1 street, 
from Thirteenth to Twentieth, by grading 
and graveling the same. 
The City Engineer was directed to pre­ 
pare plans and specifications for improving 
F street, from Twelfth to Eighteenth. 
Charles 
Hannon appeared and com­ 
plained that his horse, which had been 
tied out, was taken in charge by the Pound- 
master. He claims that a “ tethered ani­ 
m a l” does not come under the head of 
“ anim a's running at large.” The m atter 
will be investigated hv the Board on Mon­ 
day next. 
An order was passed for the improve­ 
m ent of the alley, M and X, Twenty-first 
and Twenty-second streets. 
A oommittee of ladies representing the 
W oman’s Relief Corps of Sacramento, ap­ 
peared to ascertain whether or not the city 
would purchase the Sutter's Fort property 
for the purpose of establishing a home for 
the widows and orphans of soldiers and 
sailors of the war of the rebellion. 
Trustee Jones said the city m ight pur­ 
chase the property and lease it for that pur­ 
pose for a nominal sum. for 25, 50 or 100 
years. The Board decided to take the m at­ 
ter under advisement. 
The question of payment of salaries of 
police officers was discussed at length. 
The Board had made provision tor (he 
payment of thirteen, but fifteen had been 
appointed. They decided to allow the pay 
roil for the fifteen and try to make the ap­ 
propriation hold out for the year or until 
the next tax levy. 


T h e Final Lecture. 
Bast evening the course ol lectures sus­ 
tained by the Young Men’s Christian Asso­ 
ciation in this city during the past six 
m onths was brought to a close by the 
delivery of a private medical lecture to 
young men only by Dr. W . F. W iard, re­ 
cently from Chicago. There was a good 
attendance, and in honor of the occasion 
the stage was decorated with pot-plants 
and flowers. The General Secretary pre­ 
sided in the unavoidable absence of the 
President, and in introducing the speaker 
of the evening spoke of the work of the 
Association in the United States and the 
wondertul procress made by them during 
the past ten years. There are now over 
1,000 Associations in this country, with 
more than 150,000 members. 
In our own 
State we have about twenty organizations, 
with a membership of near 3,000.

A few days ago T. C. Case}-—who has 
been an inm ate of the county jail for sev­ 
eral months, awaiting trial on two charges 
of burglary, in entering rooms at the 
Golden Eagle Hotel during the last State 
Fair, his case having been twice continued 
—applied to Judge Van Fleet for a reduc­ 
tion of his bail, but the Judge declined to 
reduce, for the reason that Casey had 
shortly after his arrest made a complete 
confession of his guilt. The prisoner was 
the more anxious to get out on hail because 
he was undergoing solitary confinement, in 
consequence of SheritT Drew having been 
informed that he bad been aware of the 
intended jail-breaking of Cox and \ an 
Kleek, and also that he and others had 
concocted a scheme for leaving the jail 
themselves.

H e ran to 
the bath-room and inquired if Casey was 
there, hut the man in charge said he had 
not come back with the soap. As he was 
not visible in the yard, X'ewbert opened the 
gate leading to the alley, looked out and 
saw some men in the alley going eastward. 
He hastily gave an alarm to the Sheriffs 
office, and search was immediately made 
for the fugitive, but up to the present time 
he has not been found.

It was without hat or coat, and parties in 
the vicinity saw a man so attired run 
through the alley, pulling a cap from his 
pocket and putting it on as he ran. He was 
out of sight before the Sheriff and his dep­ 
uties arrived. These officers, assisted by 
the police, made a vigorous search during 
the remainder of the day, but did not hear 
of him again. H is escaped was effected by 
stepping upon a long table, upon which 
there was a meat safe leaning against the 
wall of the kitchen, and directly in front 
of the kitchen window.

GUARD AGAINST CHOLERA. 


W liat .Should b e D o n e -V a lu a b le Sug­ 
g estio n s by Dr. T yrrell. 
The reports coming to us that cholera is 
in Guaymas, just across our border, in the 
State of Sonora, Mexico, has occasioned no 
little alarm, and the question that suggests 
itself upon every hand is, How shall we 
guard against it? 
Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary of the State 
Board of H ealth, in speaking of the proba­ 
bility oi’the cholera getting across the Mex­ 
ican border into California, said to a re-, 
porter of the R e c o r d U n io n last evening, 
that it would in all probability do so. The 
State Board of Health would do all in its 
power to keep it ont, but it was doubtful 
whether this could be done. “ We m ust,” 
said the doctor “ get ready for its reception, 
for it will he impossible to put our houses 
in readiness for it, once it gets a foot-hold 
in this State. Every city and town in Cal­ 
ifornia should at orice 


BE TH O R O U G H LY CLEA N SED, 
For in perfect cleanliness alone is there 
any safety. 
We cannot guard against 
cholera as easily as we can against sm all­ 
pox, for against the latter disease we have 
a safeguard in vaccination, if people will 
only avail themselves of it, while against 
cholera there is absolutely nothing, except 
cleanliness. This disease develops more 
rapidly than small-pox, and the innocent 
people in one portion of a town die off like 
sheep, because those in another portion of 
the village are filthy. In case of cholera 
there m ust be an isolation of the dead 
bodies, and a most thorough disinfection.” 
“ There is more danger,” said the doctor, 
“of its entering our seaports than there is 
in its coming over our border by rail, for 
we have better opportunities of’turning it 
hack on land than we have on the water. 
Sacramento,” he added, “is perhaps no 
worse than her sister cities and towns, but 
she is now in a filthy condition and one 
that should at once enlist the attention of 
the city officials. 
If they neglect their 
duty in this direction and the cholera 
reaches here, as it most likely will, its rav­ 
ages will be beyond the imag’inatlon of our 
people, and the fatality something that 
will make the 


SU RV IV O RS SH U D D ER TO C O N TE M PLA TE . 
There is no safeguard except in absolute 
cleanliness. This will cost something, it 
is true, but will it not be money well ex­ 
pended? The city is dirty, filthy, and cer­ 
tain portions—notably the Chinese quar- 
ters—are reeking with filth. It is a year or 
more since the town was cleaned up. The 
alleys are fall of garbage and other decay­ 
ing matter that should be taken out and 
burned, all cesspools should be thoroughly 
examined, many of them emptied, cellars 
should be fumigated 
and whitewashed 
front their tops to the bottom ; basements 
should be vontilated. bad sewage corrected, 
and as for the Chinese quarters, they 
ought 
to 
be 
thoroughly 
disinfected, 
lor they are, and always have been, not 
only nauseating, filthy and disease-breed­ 
ing. but an eye sore and a disgrace to our 
city. It will pay to district the city and 
make a house inspection. 
W hat is true of 
Sacramento is true of every town upon the 
coast, and the 
authorities 
everywhere 
should see to it that they are made as clean 
as possible at the earliest moment, for in 
cleanliness and cleanliness alone lies our 
only safety. Cholera can enter the State 
by rail at Yuma and X’ogales, and by ves­ 
sels at San Pedro and San Francisco.”

The Yolo Mail, referring to the R e c o rd 
U n io n ’s indorsement of the proposition for 
the purchase of Sutter’s Fort as a loeation 
for the proposed I koine for the wives, 
widows and mothers of soldiers and sail­ 
ors. says : “ It is said that the plat, includ­ 
ing the old fort, will cost but $6,500.

will secure this early land-mark of our 
State. No more praiseworthy object could 
be served than the erection of the Home on 
this historic ground.” 
Ex-Sheriff Daniels, of Butte county, was 
in the city yesterday, engaged in a search 
for Hong Di, the St. John murderer, who 
may have come to Sacramento, or may bq 
making his way in this direction. Other 
parties who have been paying attention to 
this case are of the opinion that Di is w ak­ 
ing his escape in an altogether different 
direction, and that the coming to Sacra­ 
mento of Di’s brother and uncle is only a 
blind, to attract attention this way. 
This 
would scarcely be a safe place for the m ur­ 
derer to come to, for there are several of 
his countrymen on sufficiently good terms 
with the police to “ give him away.”
